I rates and regulations, unsatisfactory 
j delivery service and many other faults. 
The commission detailed a score or 
I more of its experts to go over the 
looks of the express companies and 
they 
brought 
to 
light 
figures 
that 
seemed to surprise even the express 
companies themselves and eompellcd 
them to admit that reforms were at* 
solutely necessary. 
It was shown, for instance, that one 
company in a single day had made 
4.000 undercharges and overcharges 
and another had made 3,000 under­ 
charges aud overcharges in twentv- 
feur hours, there being in th is .total 
2.988 overcharges. 
Commissioner Lane declared if the 
federal government would prosecute 
every overcharge made by an express 
company it would bankrupt and put 
out of business every company in the 
United 
States. 
He estimated

10.000 protests bad been received by 
the interstate commerce commission 
against this prat tire alone.
